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THE DISCHARGE <>E VOLUNTEERS 
ID THE REDUCTION OF THE 
4IMT. 

General Orders No. 94, Adjutant Generals 
office, recently issued, gives specific in 
structions as to the way in which such 
troops, as are not to be retained in service, 
are to be discharged from the army. These 
instructions only affect organiz'ttion-i as 
they exist; such as regiment* or companies 
forming parts of corps or divisions, &c, 
and are in briet as follows : 

L If any army corps, or at least of a di- 
vision, is to be mustered out, such corps or 
division will be kept intact; and as soou as 
the order is received by the General com- 
manding an army department, Buch or- 
ganization will be sent to certain places de- 
signated iu the department or division, 
whereat the troops will be mustered out of 
service by commissaries of musters or their 
assistants. As lor instance, all troops 
serving in the department of the Cumber- 
land to be mustered out, are to be sent, if 
not already thereat, to one of the three 
places named, viz: Nashville, Knoxville, 
or Memphis. Those in the department of 
Kentucky are to be sent to Louisville. 

These points may be changed however, 
at the option of tho commanding General 
nf the department or division, should it be 
deemed for the interest of the service so to 
do. Upon the arrival of the orgauizatious 
at their respective rendezvous where the 
musters out are to be made, the iustructions 
are that a critical examination shall be 
made of the regimental and company re- 
cords, books, ete.| to see that all omissions 
are supplied aud that all entries aro made 
enjoined by the regulations. The muster 
out rolls will also bo completed in accord- 
ance with existing regulations, under the 
immediate direction of the commissaries of 
musters or their assistants. Corps and de- 
partment commanders are required to see 
that the work is expedited; for this end di- 
recting their division and brigade comman- 
ders to give their jiersonal atteution to tho 
matter, and their staff officers to aid tho 
mustering officers in the preparation and 
completion of the muster rolls aud dis- 
charge pspers. Particular care is enjoined 
instating balances of bounty duo the sol- 
diers. 

In the preparation of these rolls, regi- 
mental officers are held to a strict accounta- 
bility to secure accuracy therein, and that 
tho records of enlisted men are complete, 
that their just claims may be esbiblished. 

As soon as ihe rolls are finished, the com- 
missariis of musters for divisions will take 
possession of tho copies thereof for each 
regiment, iuteuded for tho field and staff 
ollicers, comrauies aud paymasters, and 
also of all regimental and company re- 
cords; will properly pack them for trans- 
p >rtation, and place them in the care of 
some officer of the regiment, whose .-. Ma 
duty will be to cure for and preserve said 
rolls and records, while on tho transit to 
their respective States, and deliver tho 
same to the other chief musteriug officer 
thereof or his assistant. Prior to the de- 
parture of regiments to their States, all 
public property, except arms, colors, and 
equipage re'quired upon their journey, will 
be turned over to tho proper officers of the 
respective department to which it pertains, 
viz: ordiuance, subsistence, or quartermas- 
ters. 

The regiments or independent commands 
w ill then proceed to their respective States, 
reporting to tho chief mustering officer 
thereof or his assistants at a designated 
rendezvous. The officers for Kentucky are 
BMrvet Col. W. B. Sidell, chief musteriug 
"dicer, and Captains Fletcher and Snyder, 
assistants. The rendezvous is Taylor Bar- 
racks at Louisville. The paymasters will 
meet tho troops at tho designated .State ren- 
dezvous and there make final payment 
upon the rolls furnished by t e military 
officer thereat, completed at the depart- 
ment or division rendezvous and forward- 
ed therefrom as heretofore stated. 

The chief mustering officer will take pos- 
session of the regimental and company re- 
cords, aud the colors, and hold them sub- 
ject to orders from tho Adjutant General of 
tho Army, and officers of the quartermas- 
ters, ordnance, and subsistence depart- 
ments will also take possession of any pub- 
lic property belonging to their respective 
branches of service before tho final dis- 
b sndment of the organizations. 

Whilo the troops are at th» rendezvous 
and until their final discharge, they will be 
under the control of the Chief Mustering 
Officer; and regimental olliivrs will pre- 
serve discipline, and be held accountable 
therefor, as well as the preservatiou of pri- 
vate property. Supplier will be furnished 
on the usual requisitions, countersigned 
by the chief mustering officer or his as- 
sistants. 

II. Should one or more regiments or bat- 
teries of a division, the division remaining 
in service, be mustered out, such organ- 
izations will be mustered out at the place 
where serving, not sent to the department 
or division rendezvous, as in the case of a 
corps or division, and will beforwaided 
from thence direct to the State rendezvous, 
for final payment and discharge under 
same orders and regulations as are hereiu 
given for other regiments or organizations. 

III. The foregoing only affects troops 
with their regiments or companies. Pre- 
vious orders have been already issued in 
regard to men absent from their regiments, 
in hospitals, Ac. Commissaries of musters 
have already been engaged for some weeks 
past, iu mustering out such men, entitled to 
muster out under orders from the War De- 
partment. Copies of these muster out rolls 
are furnished the Chief Mustering Officer of 
tho State lo which the men belong, that 
they may be filed with the lolls of the or- 
ganization to which they belong, aud the 
discharge aniL/iayment not duplicated.

'ampion could not be found until morn- 
ing. Mr. Jack then borrowed the lamp ot 
the watchman, by the light ot which he 
v rote his address, "J. G. Jack, Louisville." 
He then went to the lower end of the wharf- 
boat, accompanied by the watchman. He 
asked the depth of the water at that point, 
and the watchman answered twelve orlif- 
teon feet. He seemed satisfied with the 
answer, as he remarked tint it was deep 
euough. He then said, **I am done lor." 
and leaped into the river. The watchman 
raised the alarm, but liefore any assistance 
could be rendered, the unfortunate man 
Wm» swept out of reach by theswift current. 

Mr. Jack was one of the oldest busi- 
ness men in our city. He had been doing 
business f.n about twentv wars on Main 
street. In the fall of 1m>:> he was embar- 
rassed by some transactions in the South, 
and not being able to hear from his custom- 
ers he failed for a large sum. ConsUm! 
brood i in: over his misfortunes caused a s-i- 
lled melancholy and aid-. -rat ion of the 
mind. At times he has seemed to recover 
and a't -mpt business again, but with no 
success. A letter from his brother, who 
lives i.ear Vicksburg, informed Mr. J. G. 
Jack that he too was ruined. All these 
circumstances, combined with the sickness 
of his wife, caused the suicide. His b. dy 
had not been recovered. 

Mr. Jack was about fifty years of .-»ge, 
and leaves a wife and a large number of 
children in an almost destitute condition.

LCorre'pondcnce of the Union Pn>?s.l 

Sopth Union, Ky.. May 20. 
We are pained to record one of the great- 
est calamities that ever happened to this 
country by water. We have sustained 
heavy damages by the recent flood. About 
.'$ o'clock this morning wo were alarmed to 
find the water from two to three feet deep in 
the basement stories ot some of our dwell- 
ing houses, aud still rising. The bells were 
rung, and everybody got up and went to 
worn saving proper! v. At this time it was 
thundering, lightning and pouring down 
rain at such a rate as was never before 
known. We could behold one vast sea of 
water, extendiug over perhaps three-fourths 
of our village. About six o'clock A. M. it 
was at its highest, rushing through the 
farms, sweeping everything before it. 
Fences, stock, Ac, of every description, 
were carried away by the unyielding cur- 
rent. Horses were turned out of the barns 
to save their lives; sheep floated away in 
the current, blating piteously. Our mills 
aud factories werealsovery materially dam- 
aged. About two or three hundred feet of 
railroad in a fill was washed off, the 
water being so powerful that it precipitated 
about two hundred feet of ties, iron and 
all off a rill near the public crossing, wash- 
ing off stones in places that would weigh 
perhaps over live hundred pounds. We 
are also t >ld that all the mills and bridges 
ou Red and Mud rivers are gone. Hadley, 
on Jasper, went oft James Adams and 
family, who occupied one of the buildings, 
was barely rescued, after being carried into 
tho mil Milll. The like was never known 
before by the oldest settlers of this couu- 
try.

I don't 
know. Do you know when became? Do 
not. What time did you go to the field? 
Soon alter I fed the horses and came 
oack about suudown; the horses were gone 
then. Both horses, the roan and bay? Yes. 
1 understood you to say you had no knowl- 
edge whether any persons were in the 
woods or not? No sir. You simply know 
nothing about it? No sir. 

By the Court— What is the name of this 
i ther man who knows Mary Siuniic? B.ip. 

By Mr. Stone — Is this man Bap or Bap- 
tiste at work at I>r. Mudd's? No, Do is not. 
What wages do you get? $lf>0. And some- 
thing extra for thai job?

You expect something for 
this job? I don't know sir. 

By Mr. Stone — Do you know Walter 
Bowie? No, sir. Did you seo a man called 
by that name at Dr. Mudd's house Last 
summer? Ko, sir. The common talk of 
■May was tnat she was truthful. No one 
promised me anything for my testimony. 

Baptist Washington (colored) testified : 
I ived at Dr. Mudd's about nine months last 
year. Don't know either Ren or Andrew 
• iw ynn. Never saw ( apt. White, Perry's 
nor the Gwy nns at Mudd's. Didn't know 
of any person stopping near the spring last 
summer. Ntver knew of any horses being 
kept at the stable not belonging to the 
place. Never knew any one put much con- 
fidence in Mary Siniins. Dr. Mudd treated 
the servants. Didn't know SurrotL 

Mary Simuis said: Lived with Samuel 
Mudd; has not staid away over threu weeks 
m a year; she had a slight acquaintance 
with Captain Gwynn, and knew Andrew 
Gwynn and tieorge Gwynn, John Surratt 
well; she nvver saw any of them st Mudd's 
last year; never heard ot any staying in the 
woods and beiug fed from the house. 

A. H. Howell testified: He kuew Mrs. 
Surratt; he had been tit her house at Bar- 
ratUville, and also her house in Washing- 
ton; thought gas was lit inthe hall at Wash- 
ington house; Mrs. Surratt did not recog- 
nize him till he spoke. 

Witness knew Weichtman; witness staid 
at Mrs. Surratt's two days; went on a visit; 
had no business; was short of money and 
didn't go to a hotel; witness show ed Weicht- 
man how to make cipher, aud could tell it 
If he saw it; witness had s talk with 
Weichtman about his going South; he 
wanted to go aud wanted to get a place 
there; he sympathized with tne South, 
and had done all ne could for the South; 
had always been a friend of the South. 
Judge Bingham objected to all this, and 
thought it a burlesque ou justice. The 
Commission sustained him. Witness 
didn't learn of any plot while at Surratville. 
Surrat never gave witness any message to 
lake to Richmond. Weichman gave wit- 
ness full returns ol the nuuiber of prison- 
ers the United States had, and said he had 
the documents in his own office. 

On cross-examination witness said he 
knew Surratt, but he never accompanied 
witness to Richmond. Witness had not 
been doing anything since leaving the rebel 
army. 

Had made trips to Richmond sometimes 
in three month, had been twice since April 
the 1st. A y ear ago, in December and Feb- 
ruary, there might have been some one 
with him. Did you do anything for your 
support? Answer— Why, I have beeu spec- 
ulating. Don't kuow as I was known by 
friends as blockade runner; was sometimes 
celled Spencer, my name is A. S. Howell, 
sometimes people call me Spencer. 

By Mr. Ewing — Have seen Dr. Mudd at 
Bryautown, don't think I have been at his 
house any other time since the war. 

The Court adjourned till 10 o'clock Mon- 
day morning. 

From Washington. 

Washington, May 23.— The principal 
post offices iu Virginia, Georgia, Louisiana, 
North Carolina and South Carolina are at 
present managed by special agents. No 
appointment of postmasters will be made 
till the post routes are re-established, aud 
a suitable opportunity occurs of consulting 
the public interests and the wishes of the 
respective communities upon that subject.

take advantage of the high tide to go 
further south. 

The towhoat I^eopard came in from Pitts- 
burg with H>,H bushels of coal in tow in 
barges, destined for Memphis. 

The Shark, ii vena, Tom Jones, and Ti-

heavy tows of coal for lower ports. The 
Hyena came up over the falls yesterday. 

The river at Cincinnati on Saturday had 
risen 6 feet, with 48 hours rain, and all the 
tributaries much swollen, making another 
spring freshet, with vist quantities of 
drift wood running in the river yesterday. 

The Kentucky river and tributaries are at 
a high tide again, contributing a good 
volume to the waters ot the Ohio. 

The Cumberland river has again com- 
menced falling, and was falling fast Satur- 
day evening, though a great abundance of 
water was reported on liarpeth shoals. 

The boats in port at Nashville Saturday 
were very few. including the Brilliant from 
St. Louis, the Havana and Amelia Poe. The 
Miami departed for Cincinnati. 

The packet Palestine, CaptdV rider .cleared 
for Nashville Saturday evening, with a 
•re and freight. 
Nashville to- 
day. 

The big Missouri was preparing to start 
to New Orleans last evening with a Govern- 
ment trip, towing a barge with <>00 mules, 
and having :»u army wagons and 500 bar- 
rels of pork. 

The Missouri was in receipt of considera- 
ble private freight lor New I >rleans from 
Cincinnati at the rate of It cents per hun- 
dred pounds. 

Our merchants here are shipping bulky, 
or first class, freights to New Orleans at the 
rate of 50 cents j>er 100 pounds. 

TheJ.T. McCombs Raised.— We learn 
by special dispatch to Sherley, Woolfolk A 
Co., from St. Charles, Mo., that the steamer 
J. T. McCombs, recently sunk in the Mis- 
souri with a Government trip on board, has 
been successfully raised. She was on her 
way to St. Louis, where she was due on Sat- 
urday.

Hollcroft, was due from New Or- 
leans yesterday. .She will probably go to 
Cincinnati, though we understand that 
there is a large amount of freight here wait- 
ing reshipment. 

Thanks to the attentive clerks of the rival 
packets, Elnora and Rose Hite, from Ev- 
ansville, for copies of their manifests. They 
came in on timeand landed at the city- wharf. 

The Kluora Carrel, hence for New Or- 
leans, passed Cairo, full freighted, on the 
25lh. Our thanks are due ('apt. Oglesby, 
the clerk, for a list of exports from this 
port, including 1,073 boxes of hard bread. 

Considerable piue and poplar lumber, in 
salts, has reached this port during the 
spring, yet prices continue to rule as high 
as ever. We wish the enterprising lumber 
men of Allegheny would 'send down a mile 
or two of ralLs to this market. Green lum- 
ber, or pine boards, in raft, are reported to 
be worth $:J0 per thousand feet in this 
market. 

Among the receipts by the St. Patrick, 
from Memphis, Saturday, was a lot of one 
hundred and fifty boxes of tue genuiue old 
Virginia chewing tobacco. It had evidently 
been traveling the rouuds of the Confedera- 
cy during the war, and probably been pass- 
ed back and forth as money or currency.
